Surely it is more important to 
rescue the victim than to punish the 
offenders. Or has our basic sense of 
justice undergone a radical transíor-

gunned, why wasn't. ihe SLA sim- 

“ply gassed out or starved out? 

Does this action suggest that in the 
future we may expect our neighbor- 
hoods to be turned into battle- 
grounds at the discretion of the po- 
lice? ‘The terror on the faces of the 
neighborhood women and children 
may, I fear, be something we may 
see more often unless police are reg- 
ulated in their ability to wage open 
war on our streets. :
